Not only must Ameri- 
ca be vigilant against the threat of foreign attack, 
but it must be equally watchful against decay from 
within. Our armed forces have always risen to the 
occasion and liquidated those who challenged our 
military might. America’s ‘‘home-front’’ troops have 
left much to be wanted. 


Mr. and Mrs. Citizen, you are the ‘‘home-front’’ 
troops. You have the mightiest weapon at your dis- 
posal ever conceived. The atom bomb is but a toy in 
comparison to it. When properly used it can reduce 
Presidents to ‘‘has beens’’. It alters national and 
international policy. It is the strength of 150-million 
persons welded into one force. It is your sacred pos- 
session, the ballot, the right to vote. 


You have abused this privilege, Mr. and Mrs. Citi- 
zen. You have either stayed away from the polls or 
you have cast your ballots with indifference in too 
many instances, 


And now, you complain of the course of action 
taken by many of your public officials. You placed 
these officials in power. Too often, you were dis- 
interested in what qualifications they possessed 
before taking offiee and what program they followed 
after assuming office. Political office holders are 
only as good as the standards which are demanded 
by those who elect them. 


Let’s bury the ‘‘tear bag’’. Let’s assume a good 
part of the blame ourselves, Mr. and Mrs. Citizen, 
for the unsavory conditions at state and national 
level. The present deplorable situation has been 
made possible, largely, because you were absent 
from the roll call of public interest. 


Government (local, state and national) is big busi- 
ness, You are the owners and operators of this busi- 
ness. If it fails, do not blame the men who are em- 
ployed by you to work at it’s operation, alone. 
Blame yourself for having been a poor employer, who 
managed affairs in a ‘‘Let-George-Do-It’’ attitude. 


But never forget, that if this business of govern- 
ment fails (American Democratic government) all 
other private businesses will change ownership al-
